CONSENT TO COLLECTION OF FEES FROM TRUST ACCOUNT 



I, Russell Kaemmerling, Fed. Reg. #04899-017, hereby consent to have the 
appropriate prison officials withhold from my prison account and pay to the U.S. District 
Court for the District of Columbia an Initial payment of 20% of the greater of:
